To Wast* Comforts.—To wash com­ 
forts, have a strong suds with half a 
cupful (£ borax in the bathtub.

the comfort .vith all the edges out­ 
side, lay it in the hot water, and leave 
tor an hour. 
Then, with a brush not 
harsh enough to injure the cover, go 
over all the soiled places; 
ike the 
washboard, inverted, and pound thor­ 
oughly, turning the comfort, but keep­ 
ing it in folds.

Proper Way to Wash Heavy Cover- 


Ings—Roll

Blankets and Comforters May 


Be Lengthened. 


To Waslj, Comforts. — To wash com- 


forts, have a strong suds with half a 
cupful ^ borax in the bathtub. Fold 
the comfort with all the edges out- 
side, lay it' in the hot water, and leave 
for an hour. Then, with a brush not 
harsh enough to injure 'the cover, go 
over all the soiled places; -ake the 
washboard, inverted, and pound thor- 
oughly, turning the comfort, but Keep- 
ing it In folds. When U looks clean, 


and hang the comfort to drip while the 
water in the tub is changed. Uay it in 
again and pound agito iiaus-J-t' ag^in 
to drip, ilave two iinc^ parallel in tue 
yard- and put the roiuiorts o\v:- both 
It there is both sun and v.mcl the dry- 
ing will be easy. 1 havo dried one 
successfully on a steplaclder close to a 
hot radiator. The !iotter it beeoaies 
cho more fluffy the coiton. 


Roll for Bed. — Material: 
One and 


one-half yards of cambric of auy color, 


inches wide; two uiad one-fourth 


yards of white dotted mull, or any oth- 
er thin material; seven and one-half 
yards of lace, three inches wide, or a 
ruffle of white dotted mull edged with 
lace may be used; five and one-half 
yards of beading; five and one-half 
yards of ribbon; 
two and 
one-hall 


yards of wide ribbon. 


How to make: Sew the colored cloth 


on selvage edges to form a tube. Sew 
the white cloth In the same manner. 
Sew lace and beading around white 
tube, leaving back half of ends free. 
Tie ends of tube with wide ribbon 
after placing pillows In tube. Run the 
narrow ribbon through the beading. 
The colored tube may be buttofled at 
ends or left as long as the white tube. 
The inside tube should be made so 
that the pillows will fit in it quite 
snugly. 


When pillows are In tubes the effect 


Is very soft and pretty.

Use for OH Comforts. — If you have a 


siftgle bed or crib in need of a nice, 
comfortable mattress, try my 
plan. 


Sew up quilt, or comfort like a pil- 
lowslip, according to measurement of 
bed. 
Now tear up 
newspapers 
In 


pieces about the size of a plate and 
crush, by rolling between hands. Fill 
the - slip made with paper until you 
get the desired thickness and sew up 
end of slip. If turned each day will 
stay springy and soft, making a dandy 
mattress. 


Lengthening Bed Clothes.— So many 


blankets and comforts are just long 
enough to cover the top of the bed. 
Remedy this by sewing across one end 
of the cover a strip of any desired ma- 
terial of the same width as the cover 
and about fourteen Inches long. This 
extra piece can then be tucked under 
the- mattress at the foot, leaving no 
chance for the "tall ones" to be left 
out in the cold.
